Cent. Special Excise Tax 
On Imports, Result

OTTAWA, April 26—The Dun- 

ning budget makes the taxpayers 
of Canada a present of $14,000,000 
—the elimination of the three per 
cent special excise tax on imports. 
The consumer in Canada pays 
this tax. It was eliminated on all 
the goods in the Canada-United 
States treaty, but the U.S. com- 
modities not in the treaty still 
suffered from the tax. 

Also goods from other countries 


on the intermediate and preferen- | 
These are | 


tia] tariff paid the tax. 
all now wiped out. 

The tax, however, does not dis- 
appear on goods from non-treaty 
countries; the countries not entitled 
on the intermediate rate. 

These countries include Russia, 
China, Turkey, Peru, Paraguay, 
Mexico and other countries which 
have not yet entered into a treaty 
agreement with Canada. 

The three per cent eliminated by 
this budget covers a sufficiency of 
imports that $14,000,000 is saved to 
the consumer in Canada. The ex- 
porter at times may absorb some of 
the tariff, but the excise tax is 
paid by the consumer, and usual- 
ly it is pyramided each time the 
goods change hands from importer 
to jobber, to wholesaler, to retailer, 
to consumer, 

The Dunning budget has more 
music to the taxpayers ears, The 
tariff is reduced on musical in- 
instruments, and parts and there 
is also a definite warning to 
radio manufacturers to reduce 
the price of radio tubes in Can- 


ada (and incidentally the radios 
containing the tubes). If not,

tion to maintain prosperous employ- 
ment for the longer range future.” 


The three-per cent import ex- 
cise tax was removed from all 
goods entering Canada under the 
intermediate or British preferen- 
tial tariff rates but remains on 
goods entering under the general 
tariff. The budget thus went a 
bit further than the government 
was required to do pursuant to 
the United States trade agreement.

In periods of unemployment and 
recession governments had to spend 
money, said Mr. Dunning The 
days of “laissez-faire and devil-take- 
the-hindmost” had gone forever 
Governments had to relieve distress 
but government spending would 
never bring enduring prosperity. 
The measure of government expen- 
diture in a democratic country was 
likely to be the measure of the 
failure of private enterprise to do 
its duty. 

Revenues for the fiscal year end- 
ed last March 31 were placed by 
Mr. Dunning at $501,677,000 and ex- 
penditures at $532,343,000, leaving a 
deficit of $30,665,000. This, nowever, 
did not take into account prospec- 
tive losses arising from the 80-cent 
fixed price on wheat and to take 


000,000 to expenditures, putting the 
ultimate deficit at $55,666,000. 


| PROBABLE DEFICIT 
For the year started last April 1 
| total revenues were budgeted at 
$490,000,000 and expenditures at 
| $550,100,000, indicating a probable 
deficit of some $60,000,000. These 
figures did not take into account 
any excess expenditures required 
on last year’s wheat crop above the 
| $25,000,000 previously mentioned, 
|nor any cost arising out of the 1939 
crop. No one could make even a 
reasonable guess at these.

Premier Aberhart Ad- 
dresses Two South Side 
Meetings Tuesday 


Rasic principle of Social Credit 
is not dividends, but the balanc- 
ing of production and consump- 
tion, Premier William Aberhart 
declared on Tuesday in address- 
ing meetings at St. Luke's and 
Strathcona high school halls, His 
meetings were part of the city- 
wide speaking campaign he and 
three of his cabinet ministers are 
carrying on this week. 

On Wednesday evening he will 
speak at the Edelweiss and Polish 
halls and on Thursday evening at

He was assisted on Tuesday by

The premier spoke first at 
Luke’s hall and then proceeded to 
Strathcona high school, As was the 
case on Monday and will be 
Wednesday and Thursday, admis- 
sion was by ticket. 


PUBLIC CONTROL NEEDED 

The premier pointed out the need 
of the public controlling its credit

Piracy Replacing 
International Law 
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No New Taxes; Few Reductions 

Hon, Charles Dunning had no _ sur- 
prises, pleasant or otherwise, for the tax- 
payers yesterday. With the treasury 
known to be in the “red,” it was generally 
understood that any marked change in 
taxation would have to be in the upward 
direction. Instead, the Minister chose the 
lesser evil of budgeting for another defi- 
cit for the coming year. His decision will 
be everyhere approved, as the necessity 
for it will be regretted. Additional taxa- 
tion imposed at this time, if it did not de- 
feat its own end, would do more damage 
to business than the prospective increase 
in the national debt. 

Such tax changes as are made are 
downward, but they are neither wide in 
their incidence nor notable in amount. 
Tariff changes are “neither numerous 
nor important”. The excise tax is to be 
removed from a considerable range of 
commodities affected by intermediate 
tariffs and trade treaties, which will indi- 
rectly affect prices to some extent. There 
is to be a percentage remission of income 
taxation to those who invest taxable in- 
come in productive and work-creating en- 
terprises. 

In general terms it is a budget with 
no spectacular features. Expenditure for 
the coming year is planned at $7 millions 
less than last year. But the Minister ac- 
cepted the possibility that revenue wil! 
drop $11 millions, leaving a deficit of $60 
millions as the outcome; a_ possibility 
plainly in sight since last year’s revenue 
was, with one exception, the highest on 
record. Repeating, as he has on each pre- 
vious budget day, that the country cannot 
indefinitely continue to spend beyond its 
income, Mr. Dunning deliberately chose 
to defer an attempt at balancing income 
and outgo. 

This is not at all the sort of budget 
cynics have taught the public to associate 
with election years. There is nothing in 
it for either the spendthrift or the stickler 
for economy to cheer for; nor was any ef- 
fort made to dispute or disguise the hard 
fact that the times are not propitious and 
the outlook uncertain. The shadow of 
Europe’s war threat was frankly admit- 
ted to overhang the future and forbid pre- 
dictions of certain and early improvement 
in conditions—even on the eve of a gen- 
eral election. 

If the budget statement is in this re- 
spect different from some with which the 
country has been favored in comparable 
circumstances, it has the great virtue of 
being candid and sensible. 


The Recession Year 

When he made the budget statement 
last June, the finance Minister predict- 
ed a deficit around $23 millions for the 
fiscal year to end at the close of March of 
this year. He could not of course foresee 
the extent to which general business in 
Canada would be slowed up~ by reaction 
from the recession then current in the 
United States, the unfavorable traffic 
returns from the National Railways nor 
. the amount of loss that would be incurred 
in buying wheat at 80 cents per bushel 
and selling it for what buyers with a sur- 
plus-complex would pay for it. Because 
of these unpredictable factors the $23 
millions became $55 millions. 

For the preceding year the deficit was 
$17 millions plus. With that exception, 
the present adverse balance is the small- 
est since the world-wide slump eight years 
ago broke the long series of regular an- 
nual surpluses and introduced the period 
of equally recurrent deficits. 

The revenue for the year was slightly 
more than $501 millions, a drop of $15 
millions from that of the year before, but 
higher than for any other year in the his- 
tory of the Dominion. It was the in-

@n revenues of the National Railways and

amount of the debt. Last year the inter- 
est charges totalled $128 millions, while 
for the year 1929-30 they were $108 mil- 
lions. An increase of nearly one-half in 
the principal of the debt has been accom- 
panied by an increase of slightly less 
than one-fifth in the amount of interest 
paid. 

All things considered, Canada came 
through the year rather better than was 
to be anticipated some months ago. That 
the showing is no worse is evidence that 
the country has made substantial pro- 
gress toward rebuilding its deflation-shat- 
tered economy. That it is not better is 
equally clear proof that neither the na- 
tional economy nor the national morale 
have wholly recovered from the shock. 


“Dollar Patriotism” Would Help 


Not a large enough proportion of the 
national earnings are flowing back into 
capital investment. 

That is the text of a homily which Mr. 
Dunning included in his budget speech 
yesterday, and which it is to be hoped 
may ‘be given the sympathetic attention 
it deserves. Many business men had been 
using every resource to improve condi- 
tions by enlarging operations, and there- 
by creating more employment. But their 
number was too few. 

A glance at some figures is conclusive 
proof of this. Canadians now have on 
deposit in the banks 25 per cent more 
money than they had in 1932. This 
against increases in Great Britain of 23 
per cent, in the United States of 22 per 
cent, in Australia 16 per cent, and in Swe- 
den 15 per cent. Canadians thus head the 
list in the accumulation of savings in 
“liquid” form during this seven year 
period. 

Not only so. Over the last five years 
Canada has been an exporter of net capi- 
tal to the amount of more than $900 mil- 
lions of dollars. This is the sum Cana- 
dians have sent abroad to pay debts and 
make investments, over and above the 
sum that outsiders have sent to Canada 
to pay debts and make investments here; 
tourist spendings included on both sides. 

It has been one of the traditional 
curses of Canada that some of its finan- 
cial leaders seemed to have faith in every 
country but their own. Apparently that 
defeatist attitude of mind still persists. 
For back of this hoarding and exporting 
of capital the animating motive can only 
be a lack of confidence in the security and 
profitableness of investments in Canada. 

To complete the cycle of absurdity, 
there is now and has been for a couple of 
years, a swelling chorus of protest from 
the financial moguls that taxes are high; 
and a steady succession of conspiracies of 
one sort and another to bring them down 
by crippling public services. But how 
could taxes be anything else than high 
when our governments, federal, provin- 
cial and municipal, have to pay out every 
year for the support of unemployed 
people a sum corresponding to the amount 
of Canadian money that is being poured 
into the financial, commercial and indus- 
trial systems of other countries? 

If this $900 millions of exported capi- 
tal had been kept at home and put into 
productive enterprise, there would be 
work and wages for the 180,000 employ- 
able Canadians who are now on relief, and 
as well for the other thousands of employ- 
able young men who are “living at home” 
and of older men who are just managing 
to keep off relief by doing odd jobs. 

The point of the Minister’s homily is 
this: “If the people as a whole, and busi- 
ness in particular, will not spend, govern- 
ments must. It is not a matter of choice 
but of social necessity.” 

That is something the hoarders and 
exporters of money should think about. 
The more money they keep out of use or 
ship out of the country, the higher re- 
lief costs and relief-work costs must go; 
and what governments spend on these 
rescue operations they have to collect— 
from those not on relief. The way to 
bring down taxes is to put Canadian-made 
money at work in Canada.

Incitement and arming of Arabs 
in Palestine has been part of the 
weakening process.

an Italian submarine or bomber 
could sink a British freighter or tanker they did 
so. Fvery time they machine-gunned British 
Sailors they were reducing the most important 
arm of Britain’s defence—the gallant merchant 
mariners who in time of war defy risks of tor- 
pedo, mine and bomb, to carry supplies to the 
fleets and to the populations at home.

In contrast to the dangers of the rise in India’s 
population is the imminent decline in numbers in 
other parts of the Empire. It has been calculated 
that in about two years’ time Great Britain will 
reach her maximum population, after which the 
figures will begin to fall, at first gradually and 
then, after about twenty years, rapidly. The 
population of some of the Dominons is in much 
the same case. Thus if the sparsely inhabited 
Dominions want British settlers they must take 
them now or never. Nothing short of a quick 
and substantial inerease in the birth-rate or a 
catastrophic war is likely to persuade Great Bri- 
tain fifteen years hence to encourage emigration, 
but an increase of emigration now would prob- 
ably improve the economic and defensive position 
both in Britain and the Dominons.—Times of 
India, Bombay.

Panic Arming is Costly 


Hon. W. A. Griesbach (Senate Hansard) 

It seems to me that what we urgently need 
in this country at present is that our people 
shall have confidence in the Government and 
in the whole rearmament project. If every 
contract that is let is to be assailable and as- 
Sailed on the ground that there is some rascality 
in connection with it, or that it is unwise or in- 
efficient, or that it is likely to produce a political 
scandal, we shall never get anywhere. We must 
evolve some kind of system which will work 
and will inspire confidence in the people in this 
Sreat project of rearming. I doubt the capacity 
of this Chamber—well, perhaps not so much of 
this Chamber, but certainly I doubt the capacity 
of the other House to conduct an intelligent 
inquiry into matters of this kind. The visit of 
some 45 members of that House to the Bren 
gun factory at Toronto was a piece of political 
horse-play. Not one of them was capable of 
expressing an opinion as to the capacity of the 
factory, Indeed, if they had not been told that 
it was a gun factory it might well have been 
taken for a threshing machine factory or a milk 
Separator machine factory. 

Hon. Mr. Dandurand: I draw the attention 
of the honorable friend to the Rules, which 
require that we confine ourselves to our own 
Chamber. 

Hon. Mr. Griesbach: I did not quite hear my 
honorable friend. If I have said anything re- 
flecting upon the other House— 

Hon. Mr, Dandurand: I am simply giving a 
gentle warning that we must remain within the 
precincts of this Chamber. 

Hon. Mr. Griesbach: Thank you. I am glad 
of the warning, and I will not offend again, so 
long as what I did say is fully understood and 
taken in. 

Ever since I have been a member of this 
House I have been pointing out two or three 
facts. They have been the burden of my song. 
I have tried to get honorable members to see 
that if you improvise an army in the face of a 
panic you will have to pay from two to three 
or four times the real value of the equipment 
you buy, and you will have two or three times 
the casualties which you would have had other- 
wise, because of the lack of trained officers, 
principally, and of other trained ranks as well. 
So I face the position that the paying of high 
prices for munitions cannot be avoided. The 
Czecho-Slovakian Government probably got the 
Bren gun from the Skoda works for about $100. 
That is approximately the value of the gun as 
a piece of fabricated steel. The lowest estimate 
that I have been able to find of the cost of the 
Bren gun in Canada is $525, but the Winnipeg 
Free Press estimates, I think, that the cost of 
every Bren gun will be $1,305. I am prepared to 
be reconciled to that, because we are rearming 
and improvising in the face of a crisis. Time is 
the element that governs. Our job is to rearm, 
and that is a bigger thing than the attempt to 
keep profits from becoming unduly high. We 
must get the necessary equipment at the earliest 
possible date, and in order that we may be suc- 
cessful in this the Government must have the 
confidence of the people. This Bill provides 
one of the means which kh think we ought to 
have.

Weight-Cutting Jerks 
Need Not To Be Difficult 


‘Bulletin

A consoling thought for the wo- 
man who hates exercises, loves rich 
food and is, particularly at this time 
of the year, just plain tired of 
weight watching, might be the fact 
that the majority of the Hollywood 
slamor girls have figure problems. 

Young actresses who are being 
trained for big roles usually have 
to worry about how to reduce their 
Measurements. Well-known = stars 
are equally concerned with main- 
taining the dimensions that are a 
part of their glamor, 

And in no other group of salons 
are reducing exercises more simpli- | 
mg than they are in the film cap- | 

tol. 

One of the most important in- 
structors in the  let's-give-them- 
easy-exercises school of thought is 
Jim Davies, who numbers among 
his most enthusiastic clients such 
stars as Dorothy Lamour, and such 
lovely little starlets as Janet Waldo. 

“There are a dozen good exercises 
that will take inches off the hips,” 
Says Mr. Davies. “But I usually 
have the actresses who come to me 
do only one. It's a simple rolling- 
over-and-over routine which they 
ean do at home as well as here in 
the gymnasium.” 

Here are directions, as given by 
Mr. Davies: 

Attach a rope to the ceiling or to 
a low hook or even to the back of 
a sturdy chair, letting the ends 
hang about 18 inches from the floor. 
Now lie flat on your back. Grasp 
the rope with both hands, lifting 
head and neck off the floor. At 
the same time raise both feet off 
the floor, keeping ankles together. 
With head and feet raised, all of 
your weight is on hips. 

Now roll to the right as far as 
possible, then back to the left. Roll 
back and forth ten times the first 
day, twelve the second, fourteen 
the third, and so on, until you are 
rolling fifty times a day.

Tf you do not use a rope for sup- 
fort, simply cross arms on your 
chest, raise the head and feet. Roll 
over and over and over to the right. 
Over and over and over to the left. 

Begin with ten rolls a day, gradu- 
ally increasing the number until 
you are rolling over and over fifty 
times a day. Repeat every day for 
three months and, no two ways 
about it, your hips will be slimmer.

Answer—Service is generally paid 
for in tips and there is an approxi- 
mate scale that can safely be fol- 
lowed for the usual service render- 
ed on trains and in hotels, The Pull- 
man porter is given 25 cents for an 
all-day or an all-night trip and 50 
cents if he has rendered you special 
services. If you have one bag give 
the red cap a tip of 10 or 15 cents; 
25 cents for two. A taxidriver gen- 
erally receives 10 per cent of the 
fare, but never less than a dime. 
Tip the bellboy in a hotel 15 cents 
for Carrying your bag to your room 
or more depending on the amount 
of baggage. If you ring for ice water 
or call the bellboy to file a tele- 
gram, tip him 10 cents. A waiter in 
a restaurant or in a diner on the 
train should receive a tip of 10 per 
cent of the bill, but never less than 
10 cents. Tips are not left at soda 
fountains and in lunch cars. Usually 
a 5-cent tip is given to the boot- 
black and 10 cents to a barber for 
a shave and haircut.

Diabetes Mellitus is a disorder 
sometimes referred to as “Sugar 
Sickness” 

This disease is characterized by 
an inability on the part of the body 
to burn suger properly, It is usual- 
ly first detected by finding sugar 
in the kidney elimination, many of 
the cases being found accidentally 
when the patient is being examin- 
}ed for life insurance, 

Most of the patients developing 
this disorder are past the age of 
40, however it may develop in 
children and young adults. In spite 
of the potential seriousness of 
diabetes it is often possible to give 
the patient past middle age a great 
deal of help. 

The younger the patient, the 
more Serious the outlook as a gen- 
eral rule, because of metabolism is 
imperfect at any early age this 
shows a radical improvement of the 
pancreas. For ‘some reason as yet 
unexplained, diabetic children 
seem to have a tendency to be

Diabetes is considered to be due 
to a lack of insulin produced by 
the pancreas. This organ lies be- 
hind the stomach, is about as large 
@s a hand, and is tongue-shaped. 
Apparently the pancreas does 
double work, for on one hand it 
pours into the digestive tract a 
a secretion needed for digestion; 
and on the other hand it secretes 
directly into the blood stream a 
substance called insulin which is 
necessary for the burning of sugar. 

Thig second substance is called 
native insulin or natural insulin. 
Its rate of secretion is so regulated 
that the needs of the body are met. 
It is probable that with an increase 
of starches and sugars in therdiet, 
the healthy pancreas secretes an 
extra amount of insuin, 

Insulin is produced by certain 
cells in the pancreas which have 
been given the name of the “Is- 
lands of Langerhans.” It has been 
estimated that there are over a 
million of these cells and that if 
you gathered them up and weighed 
them, all the islands from ore 
human pancreas would weigh 
about as much as the ordinary 
five-cent piece. 

In diabetes, some of these cells 
stop throwing insulin into the 
blood stream.

Dr. Walter Morrish, Liberal M. 
L, A.: It is impossible to make any 
summary comment on the budget, 
as its details and implications still 
have to be studied. The refusal to 
raise taxes to meet the deficit and 
the invitation to private enterprise 
to become more active, are clear 
indications of Mr. Dunning’s con- 
viction that the economy of this 
country, in no danger of collapse, 
has within itself the measure of re- 
covery. 

G. B. O'Connor, K.C., barrister: 
This is not a time for radical 
changes in the basis of taxation and 
while we in the west would like 
to see reductions in customs duties 
we realize that present conditions 
prevent lowering this revenue ave- 
nue. We realize also that with the 
west being compensated with a fix- 
ed price for wheat and the proposed 
acreage bonus, taken in conjunction 
with tariff benefits from the Anglo- 
Canadian-American trade agree- 
ment, some forward steps have been 
taken to s0lve the problems of 
western agriculture. 


PRIVATE ENTERPRISE 


Ald. G. A, Campbell; I am strong- 
ly in favor of any measure that will 
induce people to invest their money 
in industry. The budgetary plans 
which Mr, Dunning has announced 
to give tax freedom for new enter- 
prise should promote a healthier 
condition, There is a great deal of 
fear on the part of investors but if 
it can be made worth while for 
them to assist business and industry, 
employment and general welfare 
will be improved, 

Ald. A. Blair Paterson: While not 
having studied the budget closely 
there is one apparent aspect of the 
budget which should commend it- 
self to the people of Canada, That 
is Mr, Dunning’s sincerity and hon- 
esty in budgeting for a deficit in 
what may be an election year 

D. M, Duggan, M.L.A, Alberta 
Conservative leader: It is obviously 
an election budget. Mr. Dunning 
knows the ultimate consequences of 
deficits, He had to choose between 
increased taxation and a deficit, He 
chose the latter which is less of- 
fensive politically, The estimated 
loss on the government's wheat pol- 
icy is but a small compensation to 
the west having regard to the exist- 
ing inequitable relationship. The 
Farm Rehabilitation program has 
merit but in many instances it is a 
case of closing the door long after 
the horse has gone.
